Huge Dirigible Was Flying Over City 
of 
Hull. Believe Some of Crew 


Perished.

(By Associated Press) 
bondon, Aug. 24—The giant airship 
ZR-2 purchased by the United State* 
from Great Britain exploded over tho 
city of Hull today, according to ad­ 
vices received here shortly after 6.30 
o’clock this afternoon. 
The airship is a wreck in the river 
Humber and it 
is feared there 
was 
some loss of life. 
The airship was passing over Hull in 
fine style when suddenly it was seen to 
break in two. 
Instantly there were 
terrible explosions 
and the 
airship 
burst 
in flames 
and commenced 
to 
descend. 
Three parachutes were seen 
to leave the ZR-2. 
The ship was one of the largest of 
its kind ever built and when seen in 
flight closely resembled her sister ship, 
the R-34, but her improvements were 
concealed amid a bewildering confus­ 
ion 
of aluminum 
girders, rows 
of 
gasoline and water tanks, acres of 
fabric gas bags and a miscellany of 
guy wires, control valves, pipes, swiv­ 
els and hinges. 
It is known that at least six Bur 
vivors have 
been picked up, one 
of 
them with a broken leg and on® se­ 
verely h o r n e d . ___________________ 
It was while the ZR 2 was cruis­ 
ing over Hull that she was seen to 
emerge from the clouds and suddenly 
break in two. 
One portion appeared 
to rise in the air. The other descend­ 
ed slowly and fell into the Humber. 
One explosion occurred as the ship 
was falling and another after it had 
hit the water. 
The wreckage floated 
on the water about 200 yards 
from 
the riverside quay and continued to 
burn. 
Two dead were taken from the riv­ 
er. 
Thousands of people 
watched 
the 
disaster which occurred at 5:40 o’­ 
clock. 
As the explosion occurred they 
das hed panic stricken in all directions 
for fear of being enveloped by the 
wreckage which fell over the pier. 
Burning fragments 
from the air­ 
ship belched dense columns of smoke 
and flames which extended for hund­ 
reds of feet along the surface of the 
water. 
Eye witnesses saw at least 
four men descend from tho burning 
airship 
by 
means of 
parachutes. 
Three men were seen hanging from 
one parachute. 
The explosions were of such force 
as to wreck many of the windows of 
store fronts in the center of Hull, 
A message from Hull said the air­ 
ship captain had been rescued.
